liament, even  pictures  of  scenes  of  a 
private  and  domestic  nature  (without 

tlie  persons  in  llie  tiire  ktii>winn  a 
thing  about  it),  and  project  them 
through  the  air  fo  any  part  of  the 
world,  where  the  vi.<iion  of  mystery 
may  be  enjoyed  by  those  who  are 
listening  to  the  sounds  coming  into 
the  room  over  the  now  commonplace 
radio. 

There  will  be  disabilities  attached 
to  the  new  invention,  however.  All 

people  of  the  British  race  have  their 
prejudices.  One  uf  those  prejudices 
is  a  strong  preference    for  privacy. 

Obvioasly  if  ;>  i>i(tiirr  "f  ill''  li'Mise 
which  is  the  Kngliiibman's  castle,  and 
r>f  everything  that  is  going  on  in  the 
li  u-r.  .an  be  taken  without  the 
knowledge  or  consent  of  the  keeper 
of  the  domestic  stronghold,  and  sent 
to  every  part  of  the  world  for  every 
cite  in  file  w'tUI  to  gare  at,  there 
must  be  an  end  to  all  j)ri\.ii  \ 

TAXPAYER  vs.  TAX-COLLECTOR 

There  is  one  most  ohjectionablc 
feature  in  modem  democratic  institu- 
tions. The  persons  in  ofliee  have  but 

little  re^;ard  for  llir  ( mi venii  lue  of  the 
persons  out  of  office,  although  ilir 
persons  in  office  depend,  to  some  ex- 
trnt  at  least,  upon  the  favor  of  the 
persons  out  of  office  for  the  retention 
of  their  positions  and  for  the  salaries 
and  rinohtnients  attached  thereto. 

In  other  words,  under  modern 
democratic  institutions,  persons  in 
office  consider  themselves  masters  of 

the  people,  iii>t  sirv.iMls  of  the  i)eoplc 
— and  tins  peculiar  mental  attitude  of 
the  office-holding  and  tax -collecting 
rla>*  to  the  non  office  fudding  .iiid 
paying  class  is  particularly  noticeable 
in  the  United  States,  where  there  is  a 
popular  fiction  that  the  obiecUonable 
term  "niaster"  is  obsolate. 

Consider  the  case  of  the  State  of 
Washington  vs.  the  motor  car  owners 
and  drivers  of  th^it  State.  Ilnndrrds 
of  motor  car  driven  in  the  State  were 
"tagged"  by  policemen  and  charged  in 
the  courts  with  violation  of  the  Itw 
because  they  had  nut  secured  licences 
to  operate  their  care  before  the  first
